UNCLE SAM HAS SOME 
ODD NEW VEGETABLES 


D asheen au G ratin” Served at Na 
tional Geographic S ociety B anquet. 


At the annual banquet of the Na­ 
tional Geographic society at Washing­ 
ton the guests and members were in­ 
troduced to “dasheen au gratin.” This 
is not the name of a distinguished trav­ 
eler. 
Quite the contrary, it is some­ 
thing to eat. 
Now it is said that 
dasheen is to become one of America’s 
regular articles of diet, South Carolina 
having had success in raising it. 
At the < ’o,¡graphic society's dinner 
the dashoi n was served In place of po 
tatces, and the guests, among them 
President T aft, pronounced it a dis­ 
tinct addition to the g stroncmic cat­ 
alogue. 
Government experts declare 
they are satisfied that dasheen can be 
grown at an immense profit in this 
country and will encourage its cultiva­ 
tion. 
It has a nutty flavor, says the 
Scrap Book. 
Dasheen is an aroid. There are sev 
eral arolds with which the government 
plant bureau has been experimenting, 
and we shall soon have a number in 
the market. 
The familiar ornamental 
plant, called “elephant’s ear,” is one of 
the most desirable edible arolds and 
may serve both as food and ornament. 
It is an aroid which yields the p<d 
of (he Hawaiian«, the malanga of the 
Cubans and the oto of the Panamans 
It is said that arolds have fed more 
people than any other product of the 
soil, yet in Europe and America they 
are unknown as food. 
When Hawaii became a part of the 
United States Americans learned that 
the aroid knowui as taro formed the 
basis of the native diet. 
Americans 
learned to like it. 
They also learned 
when we acquired Torto Rico that 
there the natives lived chiefly on taro 
and regarded it as their staff of life. 
It was then that the agricultural de­ 
partment commenced to sit up and take 
notice and experiments were started. 
Ia South Carolina from an acre of taro 
a ton and a half of tubers was har­ 
vested last year. 
This was the first 
large quantity of aroids ever raised in 
this country. 
The tubers are about the size of a 
man’s fist. They are good boiled, bak­ 
ed or fried and are delicious when 
mashed and mixed with cream, butter 
and seasoning. 
They cannot mature north of the 
Mason and Dixon line.

CAUSED WRECK 


This Is Ofiicia! 
Declaration 
a1 Ft. Wayne. 


GOING FIFTY MILES AN HOUR 


When 
Limited jCrashed 
Into Cross­ 
over Switch at This Rate of Speed 


Something Had to Give Way—That 
Death List V\as Not Larger is At­ 


tributed to Steel Construction of the 
Cars. 


Fort W ayne, Ind., 
Aug. 
15.—The 
cause of the wreck of the Pennsylva­ 
nia flyer here Sunday night, when four 
enginemeu were killed and more than 
fifty persons injured, was excessive 
speed in passing a cross-over switch. 
This 
announcem ent 
was 
m ade 
by 
Pennsylvania officials after a thor­ 
ough investigation of the. accident. 
The train was running at an estim ated 
speed of fifty miles an hour.- None of 
the injured will die, the company’s 
physicians say. 
The second engine of the 
train 
“split” a sn itch and carried the first 
engine off the track. 
When the first 
engine jumped the track it carried the 
second one with it. 
Then, as a flying 
wedge, the two crashed into a west­ 
bound freight engine on a track to the 
north of them. 
The loss of life, railroad men be­ 
lieve, would have been far greater but 
for the fact that all the seven Pullman 
cars in tho train, except one, were 
constructed of steel. 
Railroad men 
say that if the cars had been of the 
old wooden type the disaster would 
have been much worse. 
As it was, 
evep the scgre pf passengers in the 
dining car, the second from the front 
end of the train, escaped with severe 
bruises and cuts. 
They were thrown 
into the forward end in a heap over 
tables and chairs, but none was killed. 
There was, however, a panic, in which 
men lost their heads, when the steam 
rushed in from the wrecked engine, 
and they pulled women away from the 
exits until they could themselves es­ 
cape. 
Most of the injured passengers w ere/ 
taken from the diner and combination 
car. 
Only seventy passengers were 
on (The train, say railway officials. 
Though none -of the Pullmans k&pt all 
of its trucks on the track, none of 
them turned over. Nearly all the thir­ 
ty women passengers were seated in 
the parlor and observation car, on the 
rear of the 
Tl^s car did not
